1. Following approval of DUID No. 1/7 (Refermice b}, the 
USIB approved paper on this subject (Reference a) was referred to 


the Security Comittee for review to ensure its conforsance with 
the new DCID. 


2, The Security Committee has completed its review and 
has subeitted a coordinated revision (copy attached) ooples of 
which pave been circulated to USIB members (see US18-D-71.8/3, 
& Decesber 1975) asking for their concurrence on other views. 


3. Although the revision considered by the Security Com- 
mittee had been coordinated with the major Directorates of the 
Agency, I am presently in receipt of additional recopmendations 
for change which I consider worthy of note. 


a. Paragraph id, page 2 the word “expiration” 
Should be changed to “cowpletion’. Tecimically our 
contracts expire each year and documents should only 
be returned upon completion of the contract. 
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ge. Paragraph 1f, paye 3, add the phrase "Can- 
tractors will ensure that” te the opening Line of the 
paragraph. The wording under this change sere closely 
| conferas to that of the previous anc following para- 
graphs by placing the responsibility directly on the 
contractor. Under the propesea change paragraph if 
would read: 


“Contractors will ensure that intelligence 
watervials will net be released to foreign nationals 
whether or not they are also consultants, U.S. can- 
tractors or exployees of contractors, ani regardless 
of the level of thelr security clearaace, except with 
the specific permission of the originating agency.” 


d. Paragraph 2, page 3, delete third ites 
“National Intelligence jects for Planning {HIPPs}*’. 
They are no longer being produced. 


4. it is noted that the Security Comittee has recommenced that 
this policy statesent ba reissued by USI as an unclassified document. 
I aubsit that in order to | de for the widest degree of utility, tie 
paper should Se an unclassified publication.
